that? At that time our advertising carried the thought that per- 
haps this, the convention, might be the last for some time. Phat 
prophetical thought has now come to pass because soon after it was 
uttered and used as a theme for.the convention advertising we as a 
nation were plunged into war. Wé wonder if there is anyone among 
us who can forsee what the future will bring us, as a nation, as 
amateurs, and in our own elub, ; 


WERS ACTIVITY 


On Sunday, September 26th, the WERS participated in the 
Bond Drive Sales Campaign. On that date all the Zone -stations 
were on the air with most of the Zone stations having two anda 
few having three mobile units in operation. The tie up came about 
in this manner, 


The local commercial radio stations promoted the sale of the 
bonds urging the public to buy-and telling that a radio car would 
deliver the bond, When John Q. Public would call the station 
stating his desire to buy a bond. the word-was sent to the Control 
Center. At Control Center the information as to name, address, 
and amount of the bond desired was put into the form of 4 message; 
this was in turn sent to the Zone station closest to that address, 
The Zone station in turn contacted his mobile unit, Riding with 
the mobile unit was a Civilian Defense Officer and together with 
the mobile operator they would deliver and collect for the bond. 
Approximately $20,000 in bonds were sold in this way. Thus &@ use-~ 
ful aid to the war effort and practical operation for the system 
was ‘accomplished, 
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During the. above drive the receiver at Control Center gave 
trouble and WK"Z'7- set up his receiver to keep Control Center on 
the air. This no doubt could happen during an emergency and the 
manner in which it was taken care of during the abcve drive just 
shows how the amateur can be depended upon to find a way. 


Auxiliary operators were given a chance te do their bit 
during the time so many of the wnits were in operation. We still 
need more operators so if you know of any wanting to operate tell 
them to come on down. 


Confusion still exists on getting and keeping the Zone sta- 
tions on their proper Presuency., Practice on this item of operation 
should clear up this situation. Some of the boys are talking of 
building superhsts so that the Zone and Control stations can moni- 
tor the two fresuencies assigned to them. 


A procedure class using a PA was used at the club rooms on a 
Wednesday and Friday night to get practice in handling messages. 
It was agreed thac the simulated practice obtained by the use of 
the PA system was very benericial in amending operating procedure.

34, Campbell 42, Goff 30. This was ~uite a showing and ie is hoped 
that the efforts cf. the program committee to havé some definite 
happening each test period will have the same turnout as ia indica- 
ted by tns ebove. 


The program committee is charged with the responsibility of 
having some definite happening at test periods. Such simulated but 
possible happenings call for imagination in clearing the cause of 
trouble, distress, or breakdown in the net. The result of the first 
test is a good indication vhat the gang went for it and will get 
more active as time goes on, Good work fellows. :
